CHICAGO, Oct. 20 (AP)—A 
schdol teacher from St. Joseph, 
Mo., received $1000 today for the 
outstanding achievement by an 


American woman during 1951 in 
the cause of traffic safety. 

It was announced as the fortieth 
annual convention of the National 
Safety Council convened here 
with 12,000 delegates studying 
and reporting on the newest safe- 
ty ideas. 

Mrs. Tomlinson, a high school 
teacher, launched the safety pro- 
gram which won her the prize 
after reading a news story that 
pedestrian deaths had jumped 50 
per cent in St. Joseph in one 
year.

UN. REEGTS RED 
PLAN TO RESUME 
ARMISTICE TALK 


Gen. Clark Says Proposal 
‘Does Not Constitute 
Valid Basis’ for End- 


ing Recess in Korea. 


TOKYO, Oct. 20 (¢UP)—Gen. 
Mark W. Clark refused today to 
resume armistice talks at Panmun- 
jom unless the Communists give 
up their demand for forced re- 
patriation of war prisoners. 

In a long note to the Red high 
command, the United Nations 
Commander said there was “noth- 
ing new or constructive” in the 
letter he received last Thursday 
from Premier Kim Il Sung of 
North Korea and Gen. Peng Teh- 
huai, commander of the Chinese 
“volunteers” in Korea. 

Clark said the Communist let- 
ter “does not constitute a valid 
basis for the resumption of dele- 
gation meetings.” 

The U.N. called an “indefinite 
recess” in the talks Oct. 8 because 
the Reds refused to accept Allied 
proposals for settling the stale- 
mate on exchanging war prison- 
ers, or to submit a “constructive” 
counter-proposal. 

There appeared to be no hope 
that an armistice will be achieved 
at Panmunjom unless the Reds 
accept the U.N. principle that war 
prisoners must not be returned 
against their will. 

Clark rejected a prisoner ex- 
change plan which the Reds said 
agreed with parts of a U. N. pro- 
posal made Sept. 28 for exchange 
of prisoners in a demilitarized 
zone under the observation of 
neutrals. 

The Red plans provided only 
that the prisoners be assured they 
would return to a “peaceful life” 
in their own countries. It insisted 
that “all prisoners” be repatri- 
ated. 

The U.N. has informed the Reds 
that only 83,000 North Korean and 
Chinese prisoners are willing to 
return and that the rest, including 
the 15,000 Chinese “volunteers,” 
have said they would rather die 
than return to Communism. 

Clark said peace in Korea could 
have been achieved “months ago 
had your side ... been willing to 
accept the humane principle of 
{not forcing prisoners who feared 
for their lives to be returned to 
you against their will.”

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Oct. 20— 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson, highly 
pleased with the reception on his 
latest western and Texas trip, 
was preparing today for the final 
test of the campaign. This is the 
last two weeks of speechmaking 
and politicking which, in the 
opinion of this reporter, will de- 
termine, as in 1948 who moves 
into the White House. 


Only bold or uninformed per- 
sons will say with finality that 
Stevenson or Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower will win and back the 
choice with hard cash. This re- 
porter is not bold enough to 
make a forecast at this time, and 
the information gathered in per- 
sonally covering the campaigns 
of both candidates does not 
crystalize into a certain conclu- 
sion. 

The prize of Stevenson's east- 
ern trip starting tomorrow is, of 
course, the 45 electoral votes of 
New York. Only two presidents, 
Harry S. Truman and Woodrow 
Wilson, have been elected with- 
out New York. 


The Stevenson people are con- 
vinced that, because of the Dem- 
ocratic South, Eisenhower must 
carry New York, Pennsylvania 
and California to win. In 1948 
Thomas E. Dewey carried New 
York (because of the Henry Wal- 
lace candidacy) and Pennsylvania, 
but lost California by a scant 17,- 
000 votes. 


Pleased by Reception. 


Stevenson and his advisers are 
especially pleased by the turn- 
outs and the enthusiasm he 
evoked in California and Texas. 
The first has 32 electoral 
votes, the other 24. At one time 
the Republicans had great hopes 
of capturing Texas, as Herbert 
Hoover did in 1928, but that op- 
timism has diminished. Local 
Democratic leaders say, perhaps 
to get out the Democratic votes, 
the state is still close. 


Back here in Springfield, let- 
ters are already coming in ap- 
proving Stevenson’s Dallas speech 
on the tidelands oil controversy 
and his television broadcast from 
Los Angeles about Korea. From 
all parts of the country there 
now is an average of around 1200 
letters a day. 

But more than the letters and 
telegrams, the Stevenson head- 
quarters are elated over the 
crowds their candidate attracted 
in the two states. Before the west- 
ern trip, they were decidedly un- 
certain whether there would be 
spectators to line the streets and 
enough people to fill the halls. 
The Democrats still remember the 
adverse publicity resulting from 
the thousands of empty seats at 
Omaha when Truman began his 
campaign in 1948. 

They are happier now. They are 
confident that better organization 
and the interest aroused by Ste- 
venson will make the eastern trip 
an equal success. The organization 
has shaken down and is running 
smoothly. In spite of Omaha, the 
Stevensonians are recalling that 
Truman apparently won in the last 
two weeks of his campaign. 

Inspiration From Crowds. 
Stevenson appears to be getting 
inspiration from the enthusiastic 
crowds and he jis learning what 
campaign oratory is sure fire and 
what falls flat. Personalities go 
better than issues; the crowds 
want praise for their own people 
and denunciation of the other 
side. 

On his eastern trip Stevenson 
will try to prod the local party 
organizations to get out their 
votes and to keep after the inde- 
pendent voters and undecided 
voters. 

Stevenson announced early in 
the campaign that he was not 
going to run against Herbert 
Hoover, but he has found that 
the older voters remember and 
want to be assured that they 
won't have to go through another 
depression.

Report to Control Board Calls Communist 
Group ‘Soviet Puppet,’ Recommends 
Order to List Members, Finances.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (UP)— 
A Government panel today called 
the American Ccmmunist party 
“a puppet of the Soviet Union” 
and recommended that it be re- 
quired to register with the United 
States Government and bare its 
membership roster and its fi- 
nances. 

The recommendation came in 
a report by a two-member panel 
of the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Board, which had listened to 
more than 14 months of testimony. 

“Nurtured by the Scviet Union,” 
the panel report said, the party 
“strives incessantly to make the 
United States a Soviet America.” 

The panel recommended that 
the party be required to register 
with the Attorney General as 
Moscow-dominated, list its offi- 
cers and members and give a fi- 
Nancial accounting. 

This marked the first step in 
a “you must register” drive di- 
rected against the American Com- 
munist party. 

It was taken under the Inter- 
nal Security Act of 1950 which 
requires that all “Communist 
front” and “Communist ‘ 


action” 
organizations register with the 
United States Government. 

The Communists contend the 


party is not subversive; the Jus- 
tice Department says it is. And 
party attorneys challenged the 
constitutional.ty of the Internal 
Security (McCarran) Act. 


The two-member panel of the 
SACB, made up of board chair- 
man Peter Campbell Brown and 
Dr. Kathryn McHale, listened to 
pro-and-con testimony before is- 
suing their report and recom- 
mendations today to the full 
board, which has four members. 
There is one vacancy. 


Brown, who wrote the report, 
said that Russia, acting through 
the Communist international, has 
“directed, dominated, controlled, 
educated and, to some extent fi- 
nanced” the American Commu- 
nist party. 

Observing that at no time dur- 
ing the long hearings did the 
Communist party disavow rela- 
tionship with the Soviet Union, 
the panel's decision said: 

“There are no protestations of 
repentance and reform.” 

The report went on to say that 
the evidence clearly establishes 
that the American Communist 
party “has the same principles 
and goals now which it has fos- 
tered since its inception; and has 
always maintained the relation-

WITH GEN. EISENHOWER, 
Oct. 20—Gen Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, carrying his campaign into 
New England, said today at 
Bridgeport, Conn., that the Dem- 
ocrats have “resorted to the most 
fantastic set of lies and distore 
tions that anyone ever heard of.” 

The Republican presidential 
candidate, following by a few days 
President Truman's slam-bang 
tour through the same general 
area, told about 4000 persons 
gathered below the elevated rail+ 
road station platform: 

“I am going to read very briefly 
a part of a telegram I got this 
morning from a friend in this 
town. He is telling me what they 
are saying about me here, shows 
ing that the opposition has re» 
sorted to the most fantastic set 
of lies and distortions that anyone 
ever heard of: 

“*They say that they feel under 
Eisenhower, No. 1, unions would 
be abolished; No, 2, a depression 
will take place; No. 3 manage- 
ment taxes will be reduced but 
not taxes for workers.’ 

Answer to Reports. 

“Now the big question is, how 
silly and crazy can you get in 
this world? Anybody spreading 
that kind of poison—I can only 
say this to them: 

“T have been living with young 


Americans on a very intimate 
basis for 40 years. ...I1 believe 
that those people with whom I 
have had the great honor and 
privilege of serving have more 
faith in me than to believe such 
a fantastic set of falsehoods.” 

Snow began to fall as the Eisen- 
hower special train left New York, 
It still was coming down at the 
first two stops along the way, but 
by the time the candidate reached 
Bridgeport it had stopped. 

Many persons in the throng at 
Stamford, Conn., the first stop, 
were hatless and shivering in the 
snow. Eisenhower stood under 
a big red umbrella with his over- 
coat collar turned up. 

Warns Against Depression. 

Eisenhower told his listeners 
that this country must mobilize 
every resource at its command to 
prevent another “time of de- 
pression.” 

He said that the American 
people have “but one conclusion 
—that the great probler: of our 
time is peace.” 

“How are we going to produce 
a ‘solid peace?’” he asked. “We 
must mobilize all the strength 
there is in the United States— 
economic and from every other 
source—to prevent another great 
depression. This must not hap- 
pen again or we will have lost 
the peace through it.” 

Eisenhower said that a depres- 
sion or economic collapse was 
what the Russians were hopi 
for, and “if we are to halt t 
Communist influence” the people 
must prevent this “time of de- 
pression.” 

Introduced by Gov. Lodge. 

Eisenhower was introduced by 
Gov. John D. Lodge of Connecti- 
cut, who presented him as “the 
man who President Truman and 
Stevenson are trying to destroy 
as a national hero.” 

The train stopped for two 
minutes at Norfolk, Conn., whefe 
the general greeted about 2500 
persons, most of whom were hud-

At the height of the Chinese 
attack on Sniper Ridge, the Reds 
hurled a near record 44,059 mor- 
tar, artillery and rocket shells on 
the South Koreans. The barrage 
equaled the second highest enemy |. 
‘bombardment of the war for a 
single day.

Hand-to-Hand Combat. 

Hand-to-hand fighting broke 
out on the ridge between the crest 
and Pike’s Peak. After four hours 
of fighting, the Reds drove with- 
in 300 yards of Triangle Peak. 
There the drive faltered, and the 
Chinese gradually were forced 
back. 

By noon, the only action going 
on was sporadic sniping between 
)Chinese on Pike’s Peak and Amer- 
icans on Triangle. 

Merick reported the Chinese 
regiments in the night assault had 
been ordered to take Triangle and 
Sniper ridge or die in the attempt.

The subcommittee, in a report 
yesterday to the House, suggest- 
ed the Pentagon’ take more steps 
toward economies in its multi-bil- 
lion dollar public works program. 
It said “many costly mistakes” 
have been made. 

The services have saved at least 
$72,000,uv00 by pushing reforms 
which the committee urged, the 
report said, but “a satisfactory 
situation still does not exist.” 

The committee said it was told 
officers have been disciplined in 
“only a few isolated instances” 
for a “disregard for careful use 
of public funds.” It called for a 
full report, before considering 
new appropriations next year, on 
all officers punished since the 
start of the Korean war for fail- 
ure to enforce economy. 


Spending on Bases. 

Since the Korean attack Con- 
gress has appropriated $8,900,000,- 
000 to build, reopen or expand 
Army, Air Force and Navy bases 
in this country and around the 
world. 

The report recapitulated a sur- 
vey of 73 military installations in 
21 states made by the subcommit- 
tee, which is headed by Repre- 
sentative Riley (Dem.}, South 
Carolina. Much of the informa- 
tion was made public during the 
last session. 

“The armed services officials, 
the report said, “have sometimes 
been less than candid and have 
failed to make complete disclo- 
sure of over-all construction needs 
and programs -to the committee. 
The foot-in-the-door technique has 
been used to get initial appropri- 
ations which later had to be sup- 
plemented in order to obtain full 
utilization of facilities. The com- 
mittee feels it is entitled to com- 
plete candor... .” 

This subcommittee is the first 
Congressional group each year to 
review military requests for funds 
to carry on world-wide construc- 
tion of air, army and naval in- 
stallations. 

For the first year after the Ko- 
rean war started, the committee 
said, Congress voted several bil- 
lion dollars in construction funds 
solely upon the word of military 
officials. 

‘Costly Mistakes.’ 

The committee then started to 
investigate the results early this 
year. It said it found in the 
United States instances of many 
“costly mistakes” in emergency 
construction, a lack of adequate 
advance planning, no uniformity 
of basic construction and exam- 
ples of abrupt changes and inde- 
cision in plans. All of these, it 
said, pushed up costs. 

The report did not say so, but 
the inference was that the sub- 
committee would give closer scru- 
tiny than heretofore to next year’s 
requests for funds, 

The committee said the services 
could make immediate additional 
savings by standardizing mess- 
halls,. barracks and other semi- 
permanent buildings found on all

Formal Break Delayed. . 

(Im Tehran, newspaper reports 
said the United States Ambassa- 
dor there and the Iranian ambas- 
sador in Washington are responsi- 
ble for the delay in a formal 
diplomatic break between Tehran 
and London. 

(Bakhtar Emrooz, pro-govern- 
ment newspaper, said United 
States Ambassador Loy Hender- 
son had urged Mossadegh and 
Foreign Minister Hossein Fatemi 
to delay the final step in the 
diplomatic breach. The paper ex- 
pressed the belief that Henderson 
had “promised that if Iran forgets 
breaking relations (with Britain), 
the United States will once again 
make an effort to persuade the 
British Government to surrender 
to the lawful demands of the 
Iranian government.” 

(In the Majlis (lower house of 
Parliament) yesterday several dep- 
uties expressed approval of the 
break with Britain, but no action 
was taken, although there was a 
quorum.) 

Officials familiar with Iranian 
problems told a reporter the State 
Department had begun to collect 
new facts and figures about Iran’s 
$137,000,000 demand the day be- 
fore Mossadegh announced his 
decision to sever diplomatic ties 
with Britain. 

Despite this development, Amer- 
ican experts are going ahead dig- 
ging into the financial background 
of Iran’s demand.. The American 
embassy in London has _ been 
asked to provide some facts and 
figures. 

Decision te Come. 

After this investigation has 
been completed, presumably Sec- 
retary of State Acheson will have 
to decide whether to continue 
backing the British in their flat 
refusal to pay Iran this sum. Un- 
til now, the United States has 
been standing firm publicly with 
the British against the demand. 

The new examination of the 
$137,000,000 claim came after se- 
cret conferences here between 
top State Department officials 
and Hossien Makki, visiting Irani-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
Chairman McCarran ‘Dem.), Ne- 
vada, of the Senate Internal Secu- 
rity subcommittee said today that 


even a few Communists in labor 
union leadership posts can disrupt 
defense production. 

McCarran’s statement accompa- 
nied the subcommittee’s publica- 
tion of testimony that Commu- 
nists were active in various locals 
of the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America 
(U.E.) in the Cleveland (Ohio) 
area. 

Almost all of the testimony 
about the U.E.—expelled from the 
CIO on grounds its leaders fol- 
lowed the Community party line 
—was taken at public hearings in 
Cleveland last April. 

The subcommittee’s report 
listed nine persons who, it said, 
are active in the U.E. in the 
Cleveland area and who, it added, 
were identified in the hearings as 


Communists. Each of them re-; 


fused to answer questions about | 
Communist party membership or 
activity. They said that to do so 
might incriminate them. 

Taint of Communism. 

McCarran said that probably 
“only a very small percentage of 
the union membership is tainted 
with Communism,” but that the 
few who are have positions en- 
abling them “to disrupt the oper- 
ations of scores of plants critically 
needed in the defense effort.” 

He also said that several of 
those named as Communists in 
the hearings are or have been ac- 
tive in other unions and appear to 
be “professional agitators moving 
from one area to another, from 
one union to another as Commu- 
nist party requirements dictate.

PARIS, Oct. 20—The United 
States today was officially chal- 
lenged by w2stern Europe to open 
its markets to Euronean goods as 
@ major step toward letting allies 
Supvort themselves. 

The challenge came officially 
and unanimously from the Organ- 
ization for European Economic 
Co-operation, which co-ordinates 
the economic activities of all 
countries which have benefitted 
from Marshall Plan aid. 

It is through OEEC that the 
United States itself has prodded 
_ the countries of western Europe 
to lower their own tariffs or to 
abolish thenr all. 

Trade Instead of Aid. 

In its fourth annual report the 
OEEC deals almost entirely wits 
the basic problem of substituting 
“trade for aid.” It is calculated 
that .European exports to the 
United States could be increased 
by a billion dollars without ad- 
versely affecting more than 60,- 
000 American workers. 

Since the dollar gap of the 
—s OEEC membership is ‘now 
running at arate of $1,700,000,000 
for 1952 this means that the whole 
gap could be erased without af- 
fecting more than 102,000 Amer- 
ican workmen.

Dewey said yesterday on the 
television program, “Meet the 
Press,” that Eisenhewer had not 
compromised himself and was not 
dominated by Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio, as the Democrats 
have charged. ee 

“He has endeavored to build 
the so that after the elec- 
tion he will be able to govern,” 
Dewey said. 

“If a man is big enough to be 
President, he’s got to be able to 
be big enough to live with differ- 
ing people and persuade them to 
his view, and Gen. Eisenhower is 
the best man in the world for 
that,” he said. 

Dewey said it was Eisenhower’s 
ability to “persuade other peo- 
‘ ple to his point of view and work 
with diverse and opposing ele- 
ments” that enabled him to take 
— of western Europe de- 
ense. ’ 


Severely Criticizes Truman. 

' Discussing President Truman's 
whistle-stop campaigning in be- 
half of Gov. Adlai Stevenson, the 
Democrat presidential candidate, 
Dewey said he believed that “in 
some sections, Mr. Truman’s talks 
are helping the Democratic party; 
and in others I think they are 
hurting them.” 

Dewey continued: 

“But 1 think for example in his 
handling ‘of the McCarran Dill 
and in his charge that Gen. Eisen- 
hower was pro-Nazi, he has prac- 
tically destroyed Mr, Stevenson’s 
chances, because the American 
people just won't stand for that 
kind of dirty lying.” 

At another point Dewey said of 
Truman’s whistle-stop tour: 

“A large percentage of what 
the President says is either gross- 
ly distorted or imagination, or 
false.” 

Dewey said he believes Tru- 
man “will do the Democratic 
ticket incalculable damage be- 
cause the people don’t want that 
kind of people in the: White 
House.” 

Dewey also called the revela- 
tion of private finances by can- 
didates “an absolute disgrace.” 

“I hope nobody does it again,” 
he said. 

Dewey said Eisenhower felt

, Turn to Soviets — Calls Our Belief in 
‘Mythical Nazi Mountain Redoubt Worst 
Intelligence Blunder of War.

HERE was one octasion in the

move on the Mne of the Elbe and Viatava rivers which would have 
taken them to Prague, the capital of Czechoslovakia, “if the situa- 
tion made it possible.” Stalin replied that we “should not advance 
beyond the Budejovice—Pilsen-Karisbad line.” This line was about 


35 miles to the west of Prague. 


This meant that the Soviet forces would be allowed to liberate 


Prague, which they did, although 


only after the German surrender 


had been signed effective at midnight May 8-9, 1945. By this failure 
we lost an opportunity to obtain the lasting gratitude of the Czech 
people and forced the Czechs to orient their policy toward the 
Soviet Union as much as to the west. 


The worst intelligence blunder 
made by Gen. Eisenhower's staff 
during the war contributed to the 
failure to liberate Czechostovakia. 
This was the gradual build-up in 
the minds of our top staff and 


commanders that the Germans 
were organizing a “national re- 
doubt.” 

As Eisenhower describes it in 
his book, “Crusade in Europe”: 
“For many weeks we had been 
receiving reports that the Nazi 
intention, in extremity, was to 
withdraw the cream of the SS, 
Gestapo, and the other organiza- 
tions fanatically devoted to Hit- 
ler, into the mountains of south- 
ern Bavaria, western Austria and 
southern Italy. They were ex- 
pected to block the tortuous moun- 
tain passes and to hold out in- 
definitely against the Allies.... 
The evidence was clear that the 


Nazi intended to make the at-! 


tempt and I decided to give him 
no opportunity to carry it out. 

“Another Nazi purpose,” Eisen- 
hower continues, “somewhat akin 
to that of establishing a mountain 
fortress, was the organization of 
an underground army, to which 
he gave the significant name of 
“werewolves.” The purpose of 
the werewolf organization... 
was murder and terrorism, Boys 
and girls as well as adults were 
to be absorbed into the secrtt 
organization.” 

Gen. Smith’s Comment. 

Gen. Eisenhower's chief of 
staff, Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 
indicated a similar belief in a 
press conference April 21, 1945. 
He said: “This so-called national 
redoubt is something we don’t 
know an awful lot about... 
We are beginning to think it will 
be a lot more than we will ex- 
pect. ... Our target now, if we 
are going to bring the war to an 
end in a hell of a hurry, is this 
national redoubt, and we are or- 
ganizing our strength in that di- 
rection.” 

The “national redoubt” was a« 
hoax or perhaps only a Nazi fa- 
natic’s dream. Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley says. “Not until after the 
campaign ended did we learn that 
this redoubt existed largely in the 
imaginations of a few fanatic 
Nazis. It grew into so exaggerated 
a scheme that I am astonished we 
could have believed as innocently 
as we did. 

“The redoubt was dismissed as 
a myth,” continued Gen. Bradley, 
“when Lt. Gen. Kurt Ditmar, a 
German radio commentator known 
as the ‘voice of the Wehrmacht,’

It was 
not until Patton’s rapid advance 
down the Danube had dispelled 
the likelihood of resistance in the

At the same time it became 
obvious that there was no reason 
why our troops should not move 
into Czechoslovakia. Patton had 
never taken the redoubt serious- 
ly. He had been on the Czech 
border for two weeks, and had 
constantly harassed Bradley for 
permission to enter Czechoslo- 
vakia. Eisenhower finally on May 
1 sent a message to our military 
mission in Moscow requesting the 
chief, Maj. Gen. John R. Deane, 
to inform the Russians that he 
proposed advancing into Czecho- 
slovakia to a genera] north-south

ers.” This would have placed the 
Americans in Prague. This 


brought a violent protest from the 
Russians, since the proposed ad- 
vance meant that American, rath- 
er than Soviet forces, might lib- 
erate Prague. 

It was not until this same day, 
May 4, that Patton was given au- 
thority to advance into Czechosio- 
vakia as far as Pilsen. The next 
day, as the Americans poured 
across the border, the Czech un- 
derground rose in revolt against 
the hated Germans and broadcast 
> Prague an appeal for allied 
aid. 

Patton was anxious to go and 
assist them, and asked for au- 
thority to do so. This was denied 
although reconnaiscance elements 
of his army were in the vicinity 
of Prague. When Patton was ask- 
ed by a correspondent why he had 
not taken Prague, he responded: 
“Because we were ordered not 
to.” 

There are two questions to be 
answered in connection with this 
story: first, did Eisenhower have 
authority to advance into Czecho- 
slovakia, or had arrangements 
been made by higher authority to 
allow the Russians to liberate it? 
Second, if he had authority, why 
did he not go in? 

Gen.* Eisenhower had been 
given full authority by President 
Truman to act about such mat- 
ters without consultation. 

Eisenhower himself wrote in a 
cable to Gen. George C. Marshall, 
March 30: “I have been instruct- 
ed to deal directly with the Rus- 
sians concerning military co 
ordination.” As Gen. Marshall 
had cabled him March 21, “The 
Battle of Germany is now at a 
point where it is up to the field 
commander to judge the measures 
which should ‘be taken. To de- 
liberately turn away from exploi- 
tation of the enemy’s weakness 
dees not appear sound.” Adm. 
William D. Leahy quotes the 
President's cable of ,April 17: 
“The question of tactical deploy- 
ment.of American troops in Ger- 
many is a military one. Gen. 
Eisenhower should be given cer- 
tain latitude and discretion.” 

In pursuance of this discretion 
Eisenhower made his various ar- 
rangements with the Russians 
through the American and British 
military missions directly. Gen. 
Smith said: “Our only arrange- 
ment with the Russians was to 
select the area in which we ex- 
pected to join hands with them.” 
So Eisenhower could have select- 
ed Prague or any other point his 
troops could have reached be- 
fore the Russians. 

‘His Job to Get Along.’ 

Why then did he bow to Stalin’s 
wishes to keep out of Prague? 
Gen. Deane, the head of our 
military mission in Moscow, gives 
a hint in his book, “The Strange 
Alliance.” | 

“Had he had a crystal ball,” 
writes Deane, “he might well 
have made a different decision, 
but it was his job to get along 
the Russians and he still 
had hopes of doing so.” 

If this is what guided Ejisen- 
hower, then he was making a 
political and not a military de- 
cision. Militarily he would not 
have turned “away from exploi- 
tation of the enemy’s weakness.” 
In reality, he made a choice be- 
tween two political decisions: 
Whether to liberate Prague and 
Czechoslovakia, or whether to ap- 
pease the Russians by holding 
off until they were able to do so. 

In justifying his decision not 
to take Berlin, Eisenhower 
claimed that he was animated in 
his campaign only by military 
factors, but would bow ta political 
decision made by higher author- 
ity. He does not explain his de- 
cision about Czechoslovakia in 
his book, “Crusade in Europe.” 

Whether or not to take Berlin 
was a problem of a different 
nature. It was affected, as was 
Prague, by the high command’s 
fixation on the mythical redoubt, 
since it had resulted in sending 
the mass of our troops to south 
Germany. This had extended the 
front and increased the difficul- 
ties of supply. Movement forward

Dewey-ites’ Swing to Stevenson 
in Truman Vote} 


Scattered Breaks in Ranks May Be of Major 
Importance if Race Is Close in States 
With Big Electoral Votes. 


Only part of this G.O.P. defec- 
tion is coming from disgruntled 
supporters of Senator Robert A. 
Taft. More important seem to be 
fears of another depression and 
the dislike of a “military man” 
among some traditionally Repub- 


lican voters. Eisenhower is also 
losing some 1948 Dewey votes be- 
cause of his indorsement of Wis- 
consin Senator Joseph R. McCar- 
thy and his stand on civil rights. 

In Illinois there is the added 
factor of native pride in Gov. Ste- 
venson and in Philadelphia the 
weakening of the Republican par- 
ty machine. 

The bitterness over Taft’s de- 
feat for the presidential nomina- 
tion, which seemed so intense 
right after the conventions, has 
pretty much died off. Late last 
July, for example, I rang the door- 
bell of Kermit P. List on South 
Union street in Chicago. 

Chicago Man Changes Views. 

“I’m going to start voting with 
the Governor,” he declared angri- 
ly. “I’m not going to vote for 
President at all! I’m against all 
this internationalism. The only 
way to save the Republican party 
is to lose again.” 

Recently when I talked with 
List again he admitted good-hu- 
moredly that his feelings had 
changed. “Since Eisenhower has 
shown that he can’t get along 
without the Taft people,” he said, 
“T have decided to vote for him. 
All my friends feel the same way.” 

Here and there one still comes 
across bitter-end Taftites who in- 
sist “there is no difference be- 
tween the candidates, so I’m not 
going to vote.” Many more Taft 
supporters, though, are coming 
around to feel “maybe it was for 
the best” that Eisenhower won 
the nomination. Remarked one ap- 
liance salesman in Glen View, a 
Chicago suburb, “Elections are 
like circuses.

Of 24 Republican voters I 
talked with in Glen View, seven 
admitted having voted for Steven- 
son for Governor of Illinois in 
1948, even while favoring Dewey 
for President. (In the whole state 
Stevenson’s plurality was 538,455 
to Truman’s 33,612). Two of these 
favored Stevenson for President. 

On these same Glen View 
streets, though, I found three for- 
mer Truman voters who were go- 
ing to vote for Eisenhower. At 
least in this suburb the Repub- 
lican shift to Stevenson and the 
Democratic swing to Eisenhower 
seem about equally strong. 

Stevenson’s being Governor of 
Illinois is not a complete advan- 
tage in that state. Particularly 
among farmers a good deal of 
resentment is expressed at the in- 
crease in truck-license fees dur- 
ing his administration. Several 
municipal workers in Chicago 
blamed him for withholding the

This break in the Republican ranks is nowhere as heavy as the 
Democratic fall-off. Still it shows up strongest in the state of Illinois, 
and in Philadelphia and New York City and could prove of con- 
siderable importance if the election is close.

In two Illinois farm counties— 
Clinton and Stephenson—I found 
half a dozen traditionally Repub- 
lican farmers who were turning 
to Stevenson because they feared 
“Eisenhower may get us into war” 
or because “the farmer is doing 
all right now.” This same feeling 
of “we know what we have and 
who knows what we may get” was 
expressed by other farmers in 
Wisconsin, also by a lawyer in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., and a lithogra- 
pher in Queens, N.Y. — all of 
whom had voted for Dewey in 
1948. 

A number of “independent” 
voters, Republican four years ago, 
have been alienated by Eisen- 
hower’s campaigning and by his 
support of the “isolationist” Re- 
publicans. In Lake Forest, IIL, 
one young Internationally-minded 
couple, who helped spark an 
Eisenhower boomlet early this 
year, felt “Stevenson is talking 
about the issues while Eisenhower 
is not.” Similarly, a doctor in 
Stuyvesant Town, N.Y., was 
switching to the Democrats be- 
cause “Eisenhower doesn’t know 
the political score.” 


A carpenter in the south side 
of Chicago and a government 
worker in Harlem were swinging 
Democratic because “We don’t 
want to risk Richard Nixon be- 
coming President.” In St. Louis 
one taxicab driver who “never 
voted for Roosevelt” was turning 
in belated realization that “I al- 
ways liked the liberal things the 
Democrats were doing.” 

Philadelphia is worth a special 
note. Truman’s majority in this 
city, which holds the key to Dem- 
ocratic hopes of carrying Pennsyl- 
vania, was cut to only 6700 from 
a Roosevelt plurality of almost 
150,000 in 1944. This Republican 
gain could be credited in large 
part to pressure of the Repub- 
lican city machine. Today, how- 
ever, with the machine defeated 
after 57 years in power, its influ- 
ence is noticeably weaker than 
four years ago. 

No part of the country that I 
have visited shows a dramatically 
large Stevenson shift among Re- 
publicans. However, the states 
with the heaviest electoral votes, 
such as New York, Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan and California, 
may be won—and lost—by rela- 
tively small margins. If that 
proves the case, even these rela- 
tively small and scattered breaks 
in the Republican ranks could 
prove decisive.

And Senator Byrd’s tight control of or- 
ganization politics in Virginia—a control so tight 
that he does not even face a Republican op- 
ponent—makes it easy enough for him to “take 
a walk.” But in solidly Republican Oregon, Sen- 
ator Morse may have paid a very real price for 
his independence. The discerning everywhere 
will recognize the true mintage of integrity. 

There are many others, public figures and pri- 
vate, who must grapple with the challenges and 
the scruples which confronted Wayne Morse. 
These, too, had looked to Eisenhower with high 
hope only to be faced by the shell of a man, a 
man who in the face of his own professions and 
protestations is now bent on office at any price. 

Fortunately, this means disappointment but 
not frustration. A man of high honor offers an 
alternative to the honorable. Wayne Morse took 
that alternative. So will many another.

Ozark October 


There are days you live for and one of them 
was Sunday. It was great along the drives of 
Forest Park or in Tower Grove or Mr. Shaw's 
garden, under the plane trees of Lindell boule- 
vard or in any city backyard where as much as 
one yellow leaf floated down.

There were 10,000 places to be 
on Sunday and any one of them was plenty 
good enough. ‘ 
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A Chink in the Stevenson Grammar 


One of our most careful readers has called our 
attention to the fact that Gov. Stevenson, careful 
though he is with words, uses the locution, “a 
good place to live.” It is our reader’s point that 
you cannot accurately say that because what you 
should say is that the United States, for example, 
is “a good place to lwe in"—or perhaps éven 
better “a good place in which to live.” In short, 
you do not “live” a place, the place is “where 
you live.” 

We were just about to accept this line of lan- 
guage and to pass it out to the world as a re- 
buke to Gov. Stevenson on his rhetoric when we 
decided to apply it a bit further. Two men start 
out for lunch. One says to the other: “Do you 
know a good place to eat?” Obviously he isn't 
proposing that they decide on some unsu$pect- 
ing restaurant and then literally “eat” the place. 
He means a ‘place in which to eat.” Another ex- 
ample comes to mind, A party of tourists is look- 
ing for a motor court in a strange town. So the 
driver of the automobile asks a native on the 
street: “Where will we find a place to sleep?” He 
means of course not that they will “sleep” the 
place, but that they want it to “sleep in.” 

We could cite other-examples out of everyday 
talk but these are enough. Our careful reader is 
right. When Gov. Stevenson says “a good place 
to live,” as he did in his address at Kansas City, 
and at least once before in the campaign, he 
uses a form which fails by the litmus test of 
grammar. But he is on the side of everyday 
speech. Perhaps this resort to earthy idiom is 
the extent of his concession to those who snob- 
bishly say he is talking over the heads of the 


people. 
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Nixon the Silent 

Senator Richard M. Nixon, Republican nomi- 
nee for Vice President, is campaigning this week 
in Illinois and Missouri. 

Will he tell the people what a great many of 
them want to know? 

Will he explain why, now that the three other 
top candidates have all made financial reports 
based on tax returns, he does not do the same? 

Senator Nixon, let us remember, started this 
business. When his $18,000 “trust fund” was dis- 
closed, he made a spectacular radio and tele- 
vision speech in défense of this peculiar way of 
financing his political activities. To make the 
defense sound good, he professed to give a com- 
plete and unprecedented report on his finances. 

When the public got to thinking about this, it 
perceived that Senator Nixon's osure was 
something less than complete. It also perceived 
that his financial statement was completely un- 
documented, and rested only on his own word. 

Meanwhile the Republican vice presidential 
nominee had challenged the Democratic candi- 
dates to reveal their finances. And if they did 
not, he said, “it will be an admission that they 
have something to bide.” 

Gov. Stevenson has now made the fullest pos- 
sible disclosure by simply publishing photostatiec 


copies of his income tax returns for the past 10 


years. Senator Sparkman went almost as far 
when he published state and federal tax returns 
for himself but not for his wife. Gen. Eisen- 
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hower did not publish the tax returns themselves, 
but he made a statement based upon them and 
making a full accounting of both his income and 
the taxes paid upon it. Does Senator Nixon 
really want to stand on his previous statement? 
Or will he tell’the pedple what a great many 


Ike “Likes” TVA, But— 

Gen. Eisenhower has not been too clear about 
his attitude toward TVA, except for his assertions 
that he opposes setting up similar agencies in 
the Columbia and Missouri valleys. In Tennes- 
see, however, he undertook to explain himself. 

The General referred to TVA’s accomplish- 
ments in agricultyre, industry, conservation of 
natural resources, commerce, flood control and 
national defense. Is it significant that he made 
no reférence to electric power? Without that 
paying partner TVA could never have paid for 
itself, as it is doing, and there might therefore 
never have been a TVA. Gen. Eisenhower has 
expressed unfriendliness to public power on 
previous occasions. 

After reciting some of TVA's accomplishments, 
the General said: “We must be careful, however, 
not to look upon TVA as a rigid pattern for 
such development in other regions.” In the Mis- 
souri Valley, he said, he favored “a legal ar- 
rangement which would make state and federal 
agencies true partners in developing the re- 
sources of that great region.” This is the position 
which, stripped down to its meaning, has been 
described as holding that “TVA is a wonderful 
thing, and we must make certain that it never 
happens again.” 

We agree with Gen. Eisenhower that TVA 
should not be made a “rigid” pattern. But does. 
he mean that it should not be, made any pattern 
at all? Are we to learn nothing from the greatest 
and most successful adventure in regional re- 
source development in the United States and in 
fact in the-world? Are we never to apply else- 
where what we have learned there? And why 
does the General think the state and federal 
agencies are not true partners in the Tennessee 
Valley in developing the resources of that great 
region? The states concerned certainly think they 
are, the federal agencies concerned certainly 
think they are, and the people concerned cer- 
tainly think they are. 

Who is the better judge of it—all these, or 
Gen. Eisenhower? 
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High Praise for the ROKs 


After an inspection trip, Gen. Hodge, chief of 
United States Army field forces, praised highly 
the brave fighting of the South Korean troops 
in the current engagements north of Seoul. He 
said that the South Koreans not only have 
responded to the training given them by Ameri- 
cans, but that they love freedom and will resist 
Communism to the death if necessary. 

Non-political testimony such as this ought to 
go far to cancel out the effort to cloud the issue 
of the Korean war with demands that more 
South Koreans be made to bear arms. In view 
of the fact that the South Koreans have suffered 
by far the most casualties this political claptrap 
do~: injustice to their bravery and sacrifice. 
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Less Thunder on the Left? 


Instead of clearly indicating Stalin's successor, 
as it was expected to do, the Nineteenth Con- 
gress of the All-Union Communist Party has 
ended with Stalin still firmly in control of the 
revamped party organization and handing down 
a new line for Communists outside Russia. 

The new policy commands a return to the 
strategy of the “popular front.” Party members 
are ordered to join democratic parties, to fight 
for civil rights and to speak out for “national 
principles.” They are assured by Stalin that, in 
supporting the Soviet Union, they are serving 
the best interests of their own countries. And 
they are urged to keep in mind the path by 
which the Communists came to power in the 
various “people’s democracies.” In short, the 
Red brethren are ordered once more to “bore 
from within.” 

All this seems to betoken an outwardly less 
aggressive, more “co-operative” attitude on the 
part of Communists in such countries as France 
and Italy. But it hardly betokens any decline of 
the Kremlin's interest in foreign countries. 

Only the peculiar self-assurance of Soviet 
Russia, however, can permit any very high hopes 
for the success of the new line. After all, the 
Western nations remember a previous dose of 
this medicine, and they also remember what hap- 
pened, say, in Czechoslovakia. They are not like- 
ly to be taken in by any diminution of “thunder 
on the left.” 


You Wash and We'll Dry 

Secretary of Agriculture Brannan says the 
dishwashing incident in the campaign was not 
funny, so maybe it is time the matter was 
cleaned up and stacked away. 

L’affaire dish began when Gen. Eisenhower 
said at Boise that the Government “does every- 
thing but come and wash the dishes for the 
housewife.” This handsome idea backed up the 
drain, somewhat. It stirred up housewives’ in- 
terest in dishwashing, and they flooded the Gov- 
ernment with requests for booklets on it. 

So Gen. Eisenhower added a little more suds 
by criticizing the Government for wasting money 
on pamphlets on how to wash dishes. Secretary 
Brannan now says the General should not ridi- 
cule federal aid for people who cannot afford 
servants to wash their dishes. This is an obvious 
appeal to the non-servant bloc, probably the big- 
gest bioe of all. 

At this point somebody ought to ask the cam- 
paigners just what they are talking about. For a 
Bureau of Home Economics spokesman explains 
that there is no pamphiet on how to wash dishes. 
Nearest thing to it is one entitled “Tools for 
Food Preparation and Dishwashing.” It lists dish- 
washing equipment: pans, racks, trays, strainers, 
scrapers, brushes—everything but hands. 

That is the issue, gentlemen, straight from the 
sink. And, says the Bureau of Home Economics, 
there is no charge.

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Contrast 

On the same day that Gen. Eisenhower 
defended Gen. Marshall, Gov. Stevenson stated 
in detail why he is opposed to state control of 
offshore oil. 

Gen. Eisenhower chose Newark, N.J., in the 
safely internationalist East for his defense of his 
military benefactor. He did it after failing to 
speak up for Gen. Marshall in Milwaukee, fol- 
lowing a surprise conference with Senator Mc- 
Carthy who has identified Gen. Marshall with 
treason. Gov. Stevenson selected his ground, too.

las, Tex., where an issue has been made of it.

' Secretary General denies two persistent myths that veto or auto- 
Matic majorities paralyze its powers; national divisions make or- 
ganization more, not less important for peace; as one step urged by 
common sense he pleads for opening doors to nations excluded. - 


From the Annual’ Report of Trygve Lie, 
Secretary General, United Nations. 


People generally now tend to regard 
the United Nations as the main hope for 
peace in the long run but they tend also 
to believe it “cannot be considered as the 
sole, or even the main instrument for the 
preservation of peace at present.” 


My own conception of the role of the 
U.N. would be expressed in somewhat dif- 
ferent terms. Present developments, I be- 
lieve, should make the U.N. both in the 
immediate future and in the long run 
even more important than before in the 
struggle for peace 
and for the preserva- 
tion and progress of 
civilization. 

The deep and dan- 
gerous divisions in 
the world are appar- 
ent in the arma- 
ments race: they are 
apparent in intense 
ideological conflicts 
over the nature of so- 
ciety and the state; 
they are apparent in 
Strains and stresses 
between the interests 
of the developed 
countries and_ the 
great national and social awakening of the 
peoples in the under-developed countries. 

There is only one compact to which all 
these conflicting and competing forces are 
pledged—the Charter of the United Na- 
tions. 

There is only one institution where the 
representatives of all meet around the 
same table—the U.N. 

Where else can we look in the search 
for the peaceful adjustment and reconcilia- 
tion of conflicts that may otherwise de- 
stroy the world? . 


We continue to hear two myths about 
the U.N. repeated over and over again. 
On one side, we hear that the organization 
is paralyzed by the veto. On the other. we 
hear that it is ruled by automatic majori- 
ties arbitrarily seeking to impose their 
will. 


So far as*the veto is concerned. with 
the exception of questions of membership, 
amendment of the Charter and election 
of the Secretary-General, which require 
recommendations from the. Security Coun- 
cil, either a simple or a two-thirds major- 
ity of the member nations can decide upon 
and participate in any program for their 
mutual benefit that the Charter authorizes, 
including the use of collective force 
against armed aggression. 


The veto cannot prevent such a majority 
from acting together for collective secur- 
ity, for the peaceful settlement of disputes 


among themselves, for their mutual eco- 
nomic and, social progress or for any of 
the other aims of the Charter. 

Indeed, the record shows that much con- 
structive work has already been accom- 
plished in all these directions by majority 
action through the U.N. and by the spe- 
cialized agencies. 


All those member states which desire to 
share in the responsibilities and benefits 
of such international action toward the 
goals of the Charter are free to join in 
that action. Others cannot be forced to join. 

For just as the veto need not paralyze 
all effort in these cases, so the majority 
cannot arbitrarily impose its will on the 
minority. 

Nor are majorities automatic. They are 
generally formed only after long and care- 
ful debate and a full testing of the real 
merits of respective positions. Their com- 
position frequently varies from one issue 
to another. 


Not only does the importance of the 
U.N. as the only meeting. place of the 
world become increasingly apparent, but I 
believe that the addition of new members 
as rapidly as possible will strengthen the 
influence of the organization for peace. 

I continue to believe that this is one 
question on which by all the tests of 
reason, common sense and mutual self- 
interest progress can be made even if 
stalemate persists on other questions. 


In supporting the admission of states 
now. kept outside, I am not proposing a 
deal. I am proposing real universality. 

Let us remember that we are concerned 
here with judgments about states, not 
merely about governments. 

The conduct of governments of states 
that are already members is as frequently 
the subject of strong criticism on one side 
or another in the U.N., as is the conduct 
of governments of non-member states. But 
the question is not simply one of admit- 
ting what are believed to be good or bad 
governments, but of admitting states. It is 
the interests of the peoples of the appli- 
cant states that should be the main con- 
cern. 

I do not believe the remedy for govern- 
ments one may dislike is to condemn the 
peoples under them to exile from the 
world community. This is to leave barred 
the doors to such influence for peace and 
freedom and human rights as the U.N. can 
exercise. 

Progress towards universality ox mem- 
bership in the U.N. would, instead, 
strengthen this influence and thus give 
new hope to many peoples — hope that 
doors now closed may in the course of 
time be fully opened to the free air of 
human brotherhood.

rid the Government of untrustworthy offi- 
cials. 

The situation today is almost the same 
as it was in 1873 and in 1923. The 20- 
vearold Democratic Administration is rid- 
dled with unprincipled men. Gov. Steven- 
son. like Gov. Hayes and Vice President 
Coolidge. has promised to clean bis own 
house. But more importantly, wages are 
high and Americans are basking in the 
light of an unprecedented prosperity. It 
will take more than an unclean govern- 
ment to convince Mr, Voter that a change 
is in order.

Outside 
this realm falls “Sands of Mars’’—a book 
which allows Mr. Arthur C. Clarke to-use 
his scientific know-how to chart a course 
no the type of fietion which has few mas-

Mr. Clarke has written “Exploration of 
Space” and “Interplanetary Flight”—both 
non-fiction books. Mr. Clarke’s handling 
of these establishes him as an expert in 
that field. His Science-Fiction short stories 
have earned him spots in more than one 
of Mr. Groff Conklin’s anthologies, which 
have established notable standards of liter- 
ary quality. In “Sands of Mars” Mr. Clarke 
has attempted the casual approach in re- 
cording a routine jaunt to Mars and what 
happened there. From a standpoint of 
reader interest his jets misfire. 

Martin Gibson, our hero, ships out 
aboard the Ares—a Spaceliner with a crew 
of six. This trip is a complete betrayal of 
Seasoned space travelers has no 
more adventure than a ride on the Delmar 
streetcar. During the trip Gibson discovers 
that the young space trainee is his own 
son, born of a whirlwind romance while 
Gibson was a student at Cambridge. 

Mars, as previously recorded, provides 
a dock for the Ares without further ado 

. and Gibson, author, adventurer, dis- 
coverer of the “Martians” (eventual), space 
traveler de luxe, manages to find a pur- 
pose for himself on Mars, where the grow- 
ing pains of the young colony are overcome 
in such history-making exploits as Opera- 
tion Dawn, which uses atomic energy to 
create a temporary sun out of Phobos, one 
of Mars’ nearby satellites, and the propaga- 
tion of Martian plants to suck oxygen 
from the sand and convert it into breath- 
able air. 

Incidentally, young Jimmy’s romance 
with the Governor's daughter is good for 
a few pages of boy-meets-girl-space man- 
loses-girl shilly-shallying. Martin Gibson 
finds that the welfare of Mars has become 
his purpose in life and he mounts his white 
charger to battle Earth's apple-paring poli- 
ticlans in the effort to get for Mars every 
dime of Earthly Foreign Aid that's coming 
to it. Actually, we can substitute the word 
Australia for the word Mars throughout 
the book and it remains just as credible 
and becomes a whole lot more readable.

An Economics Primer 


HOW TO THINK T ECONOMICS. by Fred G. 
Clerk and . Rimanocty. (0. Yao Nostrand

The economic body is taken apart and 
the pieces spread out for easy identifica- 
tion. This is done primarily for students 
about to begin a study of economics but 
anyone desiring- to gain fundamental 
knowledge of the subject should find this 
book helpful. The authors have a knack for 
putting little words in the places of big 
words. Their small primer “How We Live” 
(1944) is reported to have sold 2,000,000 
copies. 
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LL of us who write about politics keep check, as a presidential 

campaign progresses, on certain barometers scattered about 

the country. These are often the chief political reporters of 
leading newspapers. Or they are shrewd veterans of the political wars 
willing to give thcir private and realistic appraisal, which is often 
at variance with their public claims.

Steven- 
fon would be by a smaller margin 
of electoral votes. 


The imponderable most fre- 
quently discussed with respect to 
Eisenhower's chances is the wom- 
en’s vote. There is agreement 
that the character of the Gen- 
eral—a_ sincere, earnest, plain 
man who promises to right so 
many wrongs in the ccuntry and 
the world—has made a deep im- 
pression on women voters. 


That may be the “father 
image” that the Stevenson stra- 
tegists worry about while of- 
ficials of the Democratic National 
Committee speak bitterly of the 
way in which most of the media 
of mass communications in Amer- 
ica have gone all out to build up 
this image. 


The Real Imponderable. 


An imponderable frequently 
raised in estimating Stevenson's 
chances is the underground, or 
hidden, vote.

Children's Sleep

HILDREN need more sleep than adults. Although all 

grown people do not need the same amount of sleep—a few 

seeming to feel well on astonishingly little—the same can- 
not be said for children. 

Children are not just young or miniature adults. In many 
ways, they are entirely different creatures. More and more 
parents and teachers are beginning to accept this idea. Just as 
clothing and shelter must be provided for children, so parents 
need to shoulder the responsibility of their children’s sleeping 
enough.

EXCEPT FOR BABIES and infants, it seems that children 
detest bedtime. The range of excuses which they can concoct 
to delay going to bed or turning out the light is almost fan- 
tastic. Although their activity during the evening may have

That was the first of two 
very important decisions in his 
life. The second one came when 
he got a look at his employer's 
books. 

At the age of 14 he went to 
work for a doctor who also owned 
a drug store, as was common in 
those days. He washed medicine 
bottles and delivered prescrip- 
tions and ground herbs and re- 
ceived five bucks a month. Most 
of the deliveries were made on 
foot. If they were very far, he 
would take his employer’s horse 
and buggy. «There was one pre- 
scription he dreaded to see re- 
filled. It was so far away that it 
took all day to deliver by horse 
and buggy. 

In 1893 he enrolled in the St. 
Louis College of Pharmacy and 
graduated in 1896. He worked all 
the time he waén't in class, and 
slept in the drug store at night.

THE EFFECTS of too little sleep on children are not 
always obviously related to late hours, The tired child may 
not yawn or appear sleepy. Often, too little sleep means a 
nervous, keyed-up and irritable child. More frequently than is 
realized, irritability and even tantrums arise from fatigue. 
Some mothers who drag their poor young children through 
stores while shopping do not realize how wearing it is for the 
tot’s short legs to keep up with the longer adult ones. The 
child gets tired while the distraught and also tired mother 
jerks and yanks the child along in an altogether distressing 
manner. 

The younger the child, the more sleep he needs. Nature 
takes care of this in babies. They sleep the clock around ex- 
cept when hungry, uncomfortable, sick, or during brief play 
periods. School-age children through the ninth grade need 10 
to 12 hours sleep in each 24 hours. Teen-agers up to 18 need 
8 to 10 hours sleep. .

when the farmers started home. 
They would have been in .before 
daybreak with their farm goods 
for commission row. Then they 
would start back to the farm about 


5 o'clock, and the druggist who. 


was open at that hour got the 
farmers’ business. Sometime dur- 
ing the day Henry would go to a 
wholesale drug firm downtown 
and buy dried herbs. He bought 
them by the pound. 


Back at the store he would put 
squares of paper on the floor of 
the back room, and weigh and 
measure out the different herbs 
onto the papers. Then he would 
put them in a mortar as big as a 
kettle and start grinding them 
with a pestle so heavy it took a 
man to use it. 


After they were ground, they 
were put through a sieve, and 
then they were ground again in 
smaller mortars until they were 
reduced to a fine powder, Then 
they were put in jars and on the 
shelf where they stood in readi- 
ness to fill precriptions. Today 
the mortars and pestles, the small 
brass one, are used by interior 
decorators as “conversation pieces” 
for the mantel, and the apothe- 
cary jars have long since become 
bases for table lamps. : 


The years came and went and 
every morning ~- Winkelmann 
walked from his home at 7227 
Michigan avenue to his store on 
Broadway, some five blocks dis- 
tant, and as he went by he tapped 
on windows and called, “‘Are you 
up?” and they got so they called 
him “the alarm clock.” Things 
chunged fast after the first World 
War, but before that things were 
fairly static. The. store sold 
drugs. That was what it was for. 
As sidelines it sold some candy, 
mandolin and guitar strings, and 
fancy postcards. Some drug stores 
had soda fountains. Winkelmann’s 
had a soda fountain for a while. 


- “But the children drove it out,” 
he recalls. “As my family grew, 
they began to eat up all the prof- 
its of the soda fountain. There 
was only one thing to do, take it 
out.” 


But the main business of a 
drag store in those days was 
drugs, Henry recalls with a fond 
smile which indicates he thinks 
it ought to be that way today. 
Take, for instance, the cosmetic 
business, which is now a large 
department in any @rug store. In 
those days both the women and 
the druggist pretended that wom- 
en didn’t use cosmetics. When 
the women came in and asked for 
a dime’s worth of “prepared 
chalk,” which was a finely pul- 
verized chalk which came in little 
cakes the size and shape of gum 
drops, both the customer and the 
druggist made believe she wanted 
it for something besides her shiny 
nose.. Little boxes of rouge were 
available, but they were pur- 
chased only by you know who.

into the thurch, George Winkel- 
mann points out. Henry Winkel- 
mann’s brother was a bishop. Two 
of his sons are priests, and three 
of his daughters are nuns. 

Henry still lives in the big 12- 
room house where he raised his 
family, and he still goes to the 
store every day, except that he 
doesn’t go at 5 o'clock in the 
morning any more, so the neigh- 
borhood has lost its “alarm clock.” 
But they don’t need him any 
more, he says. That’s changed, 
too. People don't get up early 
like they used to.

SATURDAY, 11 July, 1942. 
Dear Kitty: 

ADDY, Mummy and Margot 

can’t get used to the- sound 

of the Westertoren clock yet, 
which tells us the time every 
quarter of an hour. I can. I 
loved it from the start, and es- 
pecially in the night it’s like a 
faithful friend. I expect you will 
be interested to hear what it 
feels like to “disappear:” well, 
all I can say is that I don’t know 
myself yet. 

I don’t think I shall ever feel 
really at home in this house, but 
that does not mean that I loathe 
it here, it is more like being on 
vacation 
boarding house. Rather a mad 
idea, perhaps, but that is how it 
strikes me. 

The “Secret Annex” ‘is an ideal 
hiding place. Although it leans 
to one side and is damp, you'd 
never find such a comfortable 
hiding place anywhere in Amster- 
dam, no, perhaps not even in the 
whole of Holland. Our little room 
looked very bare at: first with 
nothing on the walls; but thanks 
to Daddy who had brought my 
film-star collection and picture 
postcards on beforehand, and 
with the aid of paste pot and 
brush, I. have é¢ransformed the 
walls into one gigantic picture. 
This makes it look much more 
cheerful, and, when the Van 
Daans come, we'll get some wood 
from the attic, and make a few 
little cupboards for the walls and 
other odds and ends to make it 
look more lively. 

Margot and Mummy are a lit- 
tle better-now. Mummy felt well 
enough to cook some soup for 
the first time yesterday, but then 
forgot all about it, while she was 
downstairs talking, so the peas 
were burned to a cinder and ut- 
terly refused to leave thet pan. 
Mr. Koophuis has brought me a 
book called “Young People’s An- 
nual.” 

The four of us went to the pri- 
vate office yesterday evening and 
turned on the radio. I was so 
terribly frightened that someone 
might hear it that I simply 
begged Daddy to come upstairs 
with me. Mummy. understood 
how I felt and came too. We are 
very nervous in other ways, too, 
that the neighbors might hear us 
or see something going on, We 
made curtains straight away on 
the first day. 

Really one can hardly call 
them curtains,they are just light, 
loose strips of material, all dif- 
ferent shapes, quality, and pat- 
tern, which Daddy and I sewed 
together in a most unprofessional 
way. These works of art are fixed 
in position with drawing pins, 
not to come down until we 
emerge from here. 

There are some large business 
premises on the right of us, and 
on the left a furniture workshop; 
there is no one there after work- 
ing hours but even So, sounds 
could travel through the walls. 
We have forbidden Margot to 
cough at night, although sne has 
a bad cold, and make her swal- 
low large doses of codeine. 

I am looking for Tuesday when 
the Van Daans arrive; it will be 
much more fun and not so quiet. 
It is the silence that frightens me 
so in the evenings and at night. 
I wish like anything that one of 
our protectors could sleep here 
at night. I can’t tell you how 
oppressive it is never to be able 
to go outdoors, also I'm very 
afraid that we shall be discovered 
and be shot. That is not exactly 
a pleasant prospect. We have to 
whisper and tread lightly during 
the day, otherwise the people in 
the warehouse might hear us.

HAVE deserted you for a whole 

month, but honestly, there is so 

little mews here that I can't 
find amusing things to tell you 
every day. The Van Daans ar- 
rived on July 13. We thought 
they were coming on the 14th, 
but between the 13th and 16th of 
July the Germans called up peo- 
ple right and left which created 
more and more unrest, so they 
played for safety, better a day 
too early than a day too late. At 
9:30 in the morning (we were still 
having breakfast) Peter arrived, 
the Van Daans’ son, not 16 yet, 
a rather soft, shy, gawky youth; 
can’t expect much from his com- 
pany. He brought his cat 
(Mouschi) with him. Mr. and Mrs. 
Van Daan arrived half an hour 
later, and to our great amuse- 
ment she had a large pottie in her 
hat box. 

“I don’t feel at home anywhere 
without my chamber,” she de- 
clared, so it was the first thing to 
find its permanent resting place 
under her divan. Mr. Van Daan 
carried a folding tea table under 
his arm. 

From the day they arrived we 
all had meals cozily together and 
after three days it was just as if 
we were one large family. Nat- 
urally the Van Daans were able 
to tell us a lot about the extra 
week they had spent in the in- 
habited world. Among other 
things we were very interested to 
hear what had happened to our 
house and to Mr. Goudsmit. Mr. 
Van Daan told us:

The eldest, Goneril, declared 
that she loved her father more 
dearly than “eye-sight, space and 
liberty ...’as much as child e’er 
loved.” 

The second daughter, Regan, 
said she loved the king as much 
as Goneril did, and more besides. 

When the youngest daughter, 
Cordelia, was asked to state her 
feelings, she replied that she 
could never speak like her sisters 
and say that she gave all her love 
to her father. alf of her love, 
she added, must saved for the | 
man she was to marry. 

That answer made the aged | 
king angry. He divided his king- | 
dom into two parts, instead of | 
three, without any share for Cor- 
delia. 
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THINGS turned out badly for | 
Lear after he gave up his king- | 
dom. Goneril and Regan became 
rude toward him.
